Itis a vast place, 
adorned with National flags, festoened and 
draped in every conceivable style, and orna- 
mented with huge pictures of the great men 
of A can history. On the right hangs 

Charies Sumner, whose stern features 
recall his record in defense of human rights, 
and especially that great speech on The 
Barbarism of Slavery,” which intenéified the 
bitter hostility of the South, which once 
found vent in the deadly assault of Brooks 
in the Senate Chamber of the Nation. On 
the left appears the face of Dix, which re- 
calis his famous order: “If any man at- 
tempts to haul down the American 
flag -ahoot him on the spot.”

for the people shall not perish from the 
earth.” Over the speaker’s desk there isa 
portrait of Zachariah Chandler, whose short, 
crisp, aggressive speeches electrified the Sen- 
ate in 1861 and again in 1878; who declared 
in 1861, in the teeth of the by whom 
he was surrounded, that n must be 
punished with death, that there . must 
be “@ little bleod-letting to save the Union, 
and whe, upon his return to the Senate in 
1978, again defied and warned the ex-Rebels, 
pardoned, reénfranchised, and returned to 
the Nation’s councils,—defied them to again 
assault the Union by the reassertion of those 
extreme State-rights theories which threat- 
ened its existence, deluged the land in blood, 
and burdened a loyal and patriotic people with 
debt and taxation. Other pictures,—a long line 
of dead statesmen and military heroes, and 
among them portraits of Morton, the War 
Governor of Indiana, and Yates, the War 
Governor of Illinois.

as the Dozes wore,—the beard of the man 
who values the high opinion of both man and 
woman who are not intellectually above ad- 
miring mere physical beauty; a small nose, 
pinched at the end, with the least suspicion 
of an appearance as if designea by Nature to 
“turn up”; cold gray-blue, selfish eyes. 
This is Mr. Conkling. He looks anxious and 
careworn, as if conscious of having reached 
a crisis in his political fortunes. There 
is an expression on his handsome 
face as of a man who constantly detects him- 
self in the act of looking back instead of for- 
ward,—that reflective mood which robs action 
of its fire, and cheats the man of the world 
of success. The careful, keen observer can- 
not dissuade himself of the impressien that 
the Sprague affair lurks in his memory, and 
that that inglorious episode is a constant 
thorn in his flesh. 

But the writer has lingered long over this 
rather attractive picture,—too long, perhaps, 
since Conkling has evidently reached the 
climax’of his career, and even women, to .

He belongs with 
the pictures of Chase, and Wade, and Sew- 
ard, and Sumner, and Lincoln. But he is on 
the platform, looking very hearty and by no 
means oblivious of the large share of atten- 
tion bestowed upon him. By the side of 
Douglass stands Matt Carpenter, the boy 
lawyer and Senator, the man who abjures all 
responsibility for what he does and what he 
says. He happens to bea member df the 
Syndicate, and he has come on from the 
Capital to do his pert. He has that languid, 
listless air which betokens little interest. He 
is in the Syndicate to-day, but may be out of 
it to-morrow. 

Hannibal Hamlin flits about the stage like 
aman of 30 or 0, or any age indeed con- 
sistent with alertness and activity.

A see an immense vat of an auditorium, 
flat on the floor, and with beveled sides and 
ends, all filled with black spectators, and 
bowed above as if the practical skeleton of a. 
rainbow had been taken out and an in- 
babited section of it exposed. Carrying this 
figure a little further, it seems like the hold 
of Noak’s Ark covered with the rainbow that 
assured him of no more water. The stage of 
this great pine temple is at one end and the 
band of music at the other, and they are as 
far apart as an Indian can shoot an arrow, 
gay 500 feet. Froin the stage the band looks 
itke a little mo fringe of red in a pile of 
gray dry goods, It would take an opera- 
glass to pick out from where I sit, though I 
have far-seeing gray eyes, any person in that 
group of musicians, and my place is under 
the Chairman, Cameron, who has just come 
in. There are perhaps, 100 commodious re- 
porters’ seats between the stage proper and 
the audience, elevated several feet above it, 
but below the stage several feet more. I do

RIVERS AND HARBORS. 
CONSIDERATION OF THE BILL COMPLETED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnimeton, D. C., June 2.—The Senate 
finally finished the River and Harbor bill 
after several Democratic Presidential candi- 
dates had shown how justly the Republicans 
could charge the Democracy with extrava- 
gance upon this bill.
